The Business Mini Heard Hla Share of th» 


Harden Cheerfully an a Kulo—Somu lu- 
tvruitinc Details About the New Internal 
Revenue Stamps. 


The advent of tho war stamp has intro- 


duced into nro.sy business affairs a liovol 
feature. 
Wo aio now u nation of stump 


linkers. We aro K^"! of it to°- 
Wo ;lru 


entirely willing to do our bliaro toward 
puyiug for tho war, and that is just what 
wo feel wo uro doing every timo wo stick 
u btamp on a check or a telegram. \Vo aro 
satislied that we »ro gettin;; our money's 
worth, and ovory time wo pick up u war 
exti-u and read o£ tho late.st achievement 
of our foriv< on land uuil sea we feel liko 
buying ;v dollar's worth of .stamps to stick 
on things not as yet taxed by congress. 


Tho routine of business generally moves 


along iu well greased grooves. Blockades 
and other disturbances are seldom experi- 
enced, and when they aro tho biggest kind 
of u liuwl of protest goi'o up ii'uiii UiO 
counting ro'ims. Probably business never 
received such u .jolt since tho civil war as 
it did wheti tho war stamp act took oll'cft 
tho other clay. Almost every individual 
in tho whole commercial \\orlil wus atl'ect- 
ecl. Vet there liavo thus far lx:cn but lew 
words of protest, although tho wheels of 
barter and exchange have been bumping 
along over a wonderfully rough roadway 
ever since. 


For the first few days after the act wont 


into eitcc;; busincbi; men M over the coun- 
try were troubled by an inability to pur- 
chase the necessary t-tamps. Tho govern- 
ment could not supply them fust enough. 
In New York, Chicago and other large 
cities representatives of tho big busine?-* 
houses waited in line all night before tliO 
doors of tho revenue offices.

Tho now stamps comprising tho war 


series aro the daintiest, most artistic and 
at tho same timo tho most dignified of all 
stumps hitherto issued by the government. 
They aro attached to nearly everything 
sold at tho drug stores in "put up" pack- 
ages, to ail sorts of documents and to 
many other tilings commonly handled. 
They will soon become well nigh as fa- 
miliar as the ordinary postage stamp. 


Those to bo most commonly seen aro 


the proprietary and documentary adhesive 
stamps. They are slightly larger than the 
2 c«nt postage stamp and printed upon tho 
same good quality of white paper—not 
tho soft green paper now used in tobacco, 
cigar and cigarette stamps. The longer 
edges form tho top and bottom, tho do- 
signs running lengthwise %vith the sur- 
face. Beneath an arch bearing tho inscrip- 
tion, "United States Internal Revenue," 
stands boldly out with characteristic tfig- 
nity and grace a typical United Stales 
first class battleship under full steam rid- 
ing a restless sea beneath a canopy of 
fleecy clouds. Below appears either •'JPro- 
prietary" or "Documentary," and in each 
upper corner the denominational number. 


Tho design wae happily selected by Chief 


Johnson of tho bureau of engraving and 
printing because of tho conspicuous part 
played thus far in this war by tho Ameri- 
can man-of-war, even before the formal 
declaration of hostilities was made. The 
perforations separating tho stamps on tho 
whole shr-fts are not round, like tho "pin 
hole" perforations of postage stamps, but 
what aro called "knifo blade" perfora- 
tions. 
They aro dashes instead of dirts, 


and when torn through leave straight 
rather than sawtooth edges. 


All thcsa stamps, which vary in value 


from one-eighth of a cent up to $50 each, 
are turned out from tho national bureau 
of engraving and printing at Washington.

PROGRESS 
PKOSPEKITV. 


A statistical comparison of tho* condi- 


tions indicating tha prosperity of the 
American people at the present time- 
over a quarter of a century ago brings 
to light several interesting facts. The 
average per capita expenditure for 
postage stamps has during the period 
named increased from 42 cents to $1.14, 
although three letters can now be sent 
for the same amount that was requi- 
site to carry a single letter in 1S72. 
The deposits in savings banks have 
increased 190 per cent. The per capita 
consumption of pig iron has risen from 
SG pounds in 1ST6 to 300 pounds in 1807. 
There has been a reduction of railroad 
rates during the period which deserves 
to be taken into account, for the light- 
ening of the burden upon tho commu- 
nity represented by the cost of distri- 
bution represents clear gam for the 
masses except when it involves a loss 
to the carriers. In this case it is safe 
to conclude that the railroads are on 
an average making- as much for their 
stockholders as in 1S72. Yet owing to 
economies in operation the average 
charge for carrying a freight ton a 
mile has been reduced from 1.S46 cents 
to .80S of a cent. The average charge 
for carrying a passenger a mile was 
2.521 
cents in 1872 and 2.019 cents in 


1.S97. In short, there are reasons for 
believing that the people have more 
money than they had 25 years ago, 
and every dollar of that money will 
buy more than a dollar would buy in 
J&72.

He Has the Antomobile 


David Wolfe .Bishop, Jr., of Lonox 


has the first automobile or motor tri- 
cycle that has been seen in this part 
of the state . lie bought the machine 
while in Paris recently and learned 
there how to operate it. In Paris the 
craze for these machines has reached 
the highest social circles, and every 
other amusement is outclassed by the 
operating of these machines. Bishop's 
automobile weighs 200 pounds. It is 
about three and one-half feet wide be- 
tween the rear wheels on which the 
motor that runs the vehicle is hung. 
The fore wheel used for steering has 
the regular 
bicycle handle-bar and 


brake. The saddle occupies a position 
just in front of the rear wheels, it 
being- a regulation 
bicycle 
saddle. 


There are pedals and cranks for the 
starting of the machine and are used 
when the machine is in motion for a 
place to rest the feet. 


The automobile is run by a motor 


of one and three-quarter horse power 
generated by benzine vapor exploded 
by au electric spark. The machine cost 
1.G50 
francs or $323 in Paris. The ma- 


chine will run 25 miles an hour over 
good roads. The operator has perfect 
control over the machine and can stop 
it while running" at top speed in about 
15 feet. It is equipped with a regular 
bicycle brake, automatic brake and 
stop valve. A picture of Mr. Bishop 
and the machine is soon to appear in 
tho New York Sunday Herald. Mr. 
Bishop is planning to ride the novel 
machine through the county, and may 
be expected to startle this city with 
it later in the season.

Woolen goods are Etill 
slow of sale, while the relatively low 
range of wool prices at eastern markets 
and the improved inquiry by manufac- 
turers have stiffened values, with the 
icrtect of discouraging sales. Raw cot- 
ton is firmer in reports of excessive rains 
(affecting crops.

Doubtless tho healthy struggle against 
and overcome evil influences before which 
those who aro tuberculosis succumb, but 
that is not to say that in the struggle wo 
do not suffer, and, indeed, tho facts re- 
cently brought forward are sufficient to 
show thjit, the stuffy life of warmth and 
comfort which civilized man now "en- 
joys" is bad for the health even of the 
healthiest. We make our windows fit, we 
pad our doors, we shiver at a draft, we 
surround ourselves with woolen curtains, 
dusty carpets and fluffy, luxurious uphol- 
stery, wo breathe tho same air over and 
over again, and then we wonder that we 
are not strong and vigorous.

test. A racing schooner named the 
Rainbow has recently been built on the 
Clyde. 
Much Intercbt has been mani- 


fested in her growth in yachting circles 
over here owing to the suspicion That in 
the near future, possibly next year, the 
New York Yacht club may hear from 
her owner. 


It is rather singular that a racing 


schooner just up to the extreme limit of 
the deed of gift for the America's cup 
should be built to race solely in British 
waters, especially as schooner racing 
has not been on the racing boards in 
Britain for many a year. Her building 
at this time is significant, especially 
when there are the Britannia, Ailsa, 
Valkyrie III and others to race against 
in the big cutter class. 


There is not much interest in mix rig 


races in F.ngland, as they are not con- 
sidered satisfactory tests of the rela- 
tive speed of yachts, and whenever 
possible the different rigs are kepc scp- 
aiate. 
When 
mixed races 
do take 


place, tho rating for 
schooners and 


yawls "is reckoned for time allowance 
at their rating—83 per cent for schoon- 
ers and 02 per cent for ynwls." Accord- 
ing to the rules of the New York Yacht 
club, the Rainbow, if she came over, 
would sail at S5 per cent of her racing 
length. 
This would make her rating 


not far from the Defender. 


The coming races between the Rain- 


bow and the German emperor's yacht 
Meteor will be watched with great in- 
terest by Americans, for they will be 
the best test we can get of her speed. 
Tho Ailia has been changed into a 
yawl, so her races against the Rain- 
bow will bo uninteresting. If the Rain- 
bow can defeat the Meteor handily, 
then it will be a fair assumption that 
the Defender will not be good enough 
to meet her in mixed racing. 


Mr. George L. Watson designed the 


Rainbow, and she was built by Hender- 
son. She is not of flimsy material and 
is well able to stand a voyage round 
the world. 
She has long overhangs, 


with a clipped buvr. which is a decided 
innovation for a Watson boat. 
Her 


lead keel weighs over 110 tons, and her 
steel frames are of special construc- 
tion, similar to those used in the latest 
torpedo boats. 
Her mainmast meas- 


ures (10 feet, the main boom 90 fert and 
the main gaff 51 feet. Her toremast rises 
f>5 feet above the deck. The total area of 
her working sails is about in,000 square 
fe"t, which is a larger sail spread than 
either Defender's or Meteor's. She is a 
fin keel, with the wetted surface cut 
sharp. 


The Rainbow is the largest sailing 


craft ever designed by Mr. Watson. Her 
owner is Air. C. L. Orr Kwing, M. P., 
and her skipper is Captain Jack Carter 
of Britannia and Genesta fame, which 
is sufficient evidence that she will be 
handled in first class style.
